TAXES NOT INCREASED 

Despite fears that the recent 
closing of the local schools, due 
to the epidemic, might result in 
a later closing, the School Board, 
in its regular meeting Monday 
night voted to end the session as 
usual. The final day will be June 
18. Commencement probably will 
be the day before. 

Monday, May 31, will be ob- 
served as a holiday in the schools, 
so as to give the students a chance 
to participate in any local Memo- 
rial Day celebration which might 
be held on that day. 

An important addition to the 
faculty will be made next year, 
following a decision to employ a 
coaching teacher, not assigned to 
any class or subject. The duties 
of this teacher will be to study all 
children who are not getting 
along in classes and to give them 
special coaching. She will also 
aid precocious students to skip a 
class without missing any work 
in so doing. 

In commenting on the new move, 
Leroy A. King, secretary of the 
board said, '"This is in line with 
modern developments in educa- 
tion. The present tendency is to 
take proper care of individual dif- 
ferences in the children." 

The new teacher, who has not 
yet been chosen, will be a highly 
trained, highly salaried instructor. 
Although assigned to the elemen- 
ary grade, she will be paid on the 
Junior High School scale. She 
must be a trained psychologist, able 
to diagnose cases of retarded work 
and to help in keeping each pupil 
up to the standard of the class. 

In addition, she will become ;. 
regular substitute, so that in event 
of the absence of any regular

AT BUS HEARING 



Narberth Sentiment Divided 

on New Route Through 

South Side. 



MAY GRANT PETITION 



Two groups of petitioners, one 
protesting, the other advocating the 
amended bus route proposed by the 
Philadelphia Suburban Transit 
Company appeared at a hearing held 
in Philadelphia City Hall last Thurs- 
day before the Public Service Com- 
mission. Testimony showed that 
the proposed new route was no 
nearer an amicable solution than 
the first suggested some months 
ago and which would run down 
VVynnewood avenue, through Mer- 
ion and Wynewood to Ardmore and 
Bryn Mawr. 

Commissioner Ber.n presided at 
the hearing, assisted by Commis- 
sioner Stewart. At the conclusion 
of testimony they announced that 
decision would be reserved until 
they had time to inspect the route 
of the proposed line. 

The amended application now be- 
fore the commission calls for a line 
from Sixty-third street and Lan- 
caster avenue down Wynnewood 
avenue in Meriou to Wynnewood 
road, Narberth, out this to Mont- 
gomery pike and then to Bryn 
Mawr over the present route. 

Commissioner Benn in opening 
the hearing stated informally that 
the board had not decided against 
the first application for a route 
through Merion and Wynnewood. 
"A new hearing is being held." he 
said, "because there was such a pro- 
test at the last meeting and we want 
to satisfy all parties concerned; It 
has been suggested that another 
route might be more feasible." 

Attorneys in close touch with the 
fight believe that the service body 
is favorable to the granting of the 
application for the new bus line. It 
is a 50-50 proposition, they declare, 
with Just as many petitioners for 
the line as there are against it. 

L. C. Richardson, of Wynnewood 
avenue, Narberth, appeared at the 
hearing to represent 25 petitioners 
along that street who were opposed

With Miss Church to devise 
tine clever and intricate steps the 
dances have been. made to rival, in 
their gracefulness and quaintness, 
the charm of the famous Denishawn 
productions. With Miss Eames as 
the clever and versatile wardrobe 
mistress who has planned the charm- 
ing and unusual costumes, and Miss 
Jantzen as art director, who has 
so naturally produced the atmos- 
phere of a quaint French village 
in Maytime, the background and 
settings of the play are given an au- 
thenticity not always accomplished 
by professional artists. To Miss 
Fox, a first grade teacher, enough 
credit cannot be given for her untir- 
ing efforts at the piano, without 
which the musical numbers would 
not have reached their present state 
of perfection. 

To meet requests that have been 
made in the past for reserved seats 
that need not be occupied until 8.15, 
100 of the choicest have been set 
aside at 75 cents. The general ad- 
mission has been fixed at 50 cents.

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to the bus line. A number of Mer- 
ion residents, owners of property 
along the proposed route also ap- 
peared to protest, as did James F. 
Hagan, as attorney for the Menon 
Civic Association. 

The Borough of Narberth also 
entered protest, being represented 
by Burgess Henry A. Frye and 
Councilmen Griswold and Hall. W. 
H. Lamb, of the Wynnewood Civic 
Association, who spoke against the 
line at the first hearing, was present, 
The Merion group declared Wyn- 
newood avenue was too narrow for 
bus traffic. They also said the ma- 
jority of the Mei-iou streets entering 
on Wynnewood road were dead end 
streets and made dangerous inter- 
sections which would be made more 
perilous by busses. 

Narberth's representatives de- 
clared themselves opposed because 
of the narrowness of Wynnewood 
road along the edge of Narberth and 
because of the danger to children 
which busses would create there. 
They also called attention to the 
railroad tunnel which the proposed 
line would have to go under at the 
intersection of Wynnewood avenue 
and Wynnewood road and declared 
it highly dangerous. 

Maurice W. Sloan, attorney for 
the bus company, presented three 
witnesses for the application. One 
was W. Gordon Smith, Overbrook 
real estate man, another was J. 
Baird Caldwell, who testified for 
75 South side residents of Nar- 
berth, who had signed a petition 
urging the commission to grant the 
application. The time saved by the 
busses for those who wished to go 
to West Philadelphia and the Fifty- 
second street shopping district was 
the argument made in favor of the 
lines. 

A petition for the line had prev- 
iously been presented by Wynne- 
wood Manor residents. 

The Lower Merion Township 
Commission at a meeting a month 
ago went on record as apposed to 
both the new and the first routes 
proposed, but no representative of 
the township appeared at the hear- 
ing last week. 

The Philadelphia Suburban now 
conducts two bus lines in Lower 
Merion and Narberth. One is a 
short line from the Bala trolleys 
through Cynwycl to Narberth. The 
other is a line from Sixty-third 
street and Lancaster avenue, up City 
avenue, Bryn Mawr avenue and 
Montgomery pike to Bryn Mawr.

class teacher a substitute familiar 
with the school and its work can 
take up the teaching with a mini- 
mum of lost time. 

The Board voted to make the 
tar rate the same as last year: 
10 mills on valuation and a flat 
$5 per capita tax. The budget, 
which will be passed next month, 
calls for an expenditure of over 
$97,000 during the coming fiscal 
year.

Another Prisoner Gets 18 Months for 
Stealing Shoes— L. M. Youth Up. 
_ A sentence of 10 months for the 
carrying of a concealed deadly 
weapon and of 18 months for the 
stealing of a pair of shoes were 
among those made last week by 
Judge Harold G. Knight in Norris- 
town, the first since his appointment 
to the county bench.

In addition to the 10 
months, the youth was assessed a 
fine of $10 and costs. 

William Price, who pleaded 
guilty to entering a bungalow on the 
Perkiomen and stealing a pair of 
shoes was also fined $10 and costs 
and given 18 months in the county 
jail. 

William Collins, accused of break- 
ing into a number of houses in 
Lower Merion, was sentenced by 
Judge Knight to Huntington Re- 
formatory. The sentence of Wil- 
liam McGee, a companion, was 
held under advisement.

OF U. S. 100 YEARS AGO 

Philadelphia in 1835 was "the 
metropolis of America," the centre 
of its banking interests, a port of 
world-wide note and a growing in- 
dustrial congeries, indicating its 
future importance as a manufac- 
turing community. Men sent their 
sons from other parts of the coun- 
try to follow the example of the 
old merchants of the Quaker City 
and to make their fortune in the 
trade which Philadelphia carried 
on with the interior. 

One of these, who came here in 
1825, Gideon Burton, and who, 
after nearly a quarter-century 
connection with one of the best- 
known dry goods houses on 
Market street, left here to go to 
Cincinnati to continue in the busi- 
ness there, in his old age wrote 
a book of reminiscences which 
gives an interesting "close-up" of 
the city as it was when he came 
here just a century ago. 

In those days many visitors to 
Philadelphia put up at the fash- 
ionable boarding houses that filled 
the centre of the city, and it was 
at one of these on Market street, 
kept by a Quaker lady named Mil- 
ner, that Burton first resided. 
Later he moved to a place on Sev- 
enth street below Arch. Here, he 
narrates, he used to get up at 4 
o'clock in the morning so as to 
study his lessons and prepare for 
his quiz by a neighboring peda- 
gogue. 

He then hurried down to the 
riverfront to cross to Smith's 
Island, off Market street wharf, 
where he took a morning dip and 
then back to the shop to sweep 
out, run errands and wait on cus- 
tomers with the promise that 
when he made his first $500 sale 
he would be presented with a blue 
surtout coat, with brass buttons, 
cut by one of the fashionable 
tailors. 

The city was plentifully sup- 
plied with churches but hardly 
any of the churches, Burton noted, 
had steeples, Christ Church being 
the only Episcopal edifice with a 
steeple and the Arch Street Pres- 
byterian, above Tenth, being the 
only one of that denomination to 
have a marker of this sort. ' 

The organ was then a novelty 
in churches, congregations being 
divided in opinion as to the ad- 
mission if this "alluring device of 
the devil." The only Presbyterian 
congregation, he notes, that had 
an organ was the one which as- 
sembled in the old church on Ran- 
stead Court, whose site is now 
covered by the Bourse.

WELL-EQUIPPED LIBRARY 
ASSURED THROUGH DRIVE 

Small Additional Amount Needed 
For Furniture. 

Thanks to the generosity of 
Narberth citizens and institutions 
the Community Library, when it 
moves into its new quarters on 
the playground next week, will 
have not only new shelving for 
the books, but new reading 
tables, desks and other standard 
library equipment. That is, the 
new tables, desks, etc., have been 
ordered and it is hoped that they 
will have arrived in time for next 
Saturday's dedication of the new 
building and the library recep- 
tion. 

Originally it was planned to 
raise only enough money to buy 
the new shelving. But contribu- 
tions came in so generously that 
the trustees began to hope that 
perhaps enough money might be 
raised to also buy new reading 
tables, desks, etc. Then numerous 
interested citizens began suggest- 
ing that with a new building, and 
new shelving, the library should 
also have as much other new 
equipment as possible; a number 
of contributions being made speci- 
fically for the reading tables. Thus 
encouraged, the library went 
ahead and ordered the additional 
equipment. 

During the past week the fund 
reached and passed the original 
$1000 goal. The fund is stilt 
climbing and other contributions 
have been promised. However, 
the fund is not yet large enough 
to pay for all the equipment 
ordered in addition to the shelv- 
ing, so every person still desiring 
to help the library may do so in 
the assurance that every dollar 
contributed from now on will 
save the Library Association from 
using its own small earnings from 
book rentals in paying the bal- 
ance needed for the additional 
equipment. The money received 
from the rental of books is the 
library's chief source of income 
and provides the means for the 
purchase of most of the new 
books. It is hoped that contribu- 
tions will continue to come in so 
that the acquisition of new books 
will not be curtailed.

TRAIN SCHEDULES CHANGE 

A general change in time tables 
of all except several through 
trains will be put into effect Sun- 
day by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
to conform with the adoption of 
Daylight-saving Tife in Philadel- 
phia, New York and other East- 
ern cities and resorts.

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LIBRARY MOVING DAY 

Friday, April 30, All Day— 4500 Books 
to Be Transferred. 

Friday, April 30, of this year has 
been declared a holiday in the li- 
brary. The building will be closed 
all day, afternoon and evening, and 
those who are in the habit of coming 
in for their week-end books on that 
day are asked to use the library on 
Thursday afternoon for that pur- 
pose. To accommodate those who 
cannot get out until late in the after- 
noon, the librarians in charge on 
Thursday afternoon have agreed to 
keep the library open until 5.30. It 
is hoped that many will take advan- 
tage of the extra half hour. 

The holiday which the librarians 
are taking on Friday will be ob- 
served in moving the 4500 books 
from the old building to the new 
library on the playground. One 
half of the staff will be stationed at 
the old building to pack the books 
into clothes baskets, one half will be 
stationed at the new building to un- 
pack them, and with the consent of 
the Borough Council the borough 
truck will provide the transportation. 
A few hours will complete that part 
of the work. The rest of the day 
will be spent in putting the new 
building in order and holding it in 
readiness for the next day — the day 
of its dedication and opening to the 
public. On Monday, May 5, the 
library will be opened for its regular 
work at the regular hours, every 
weekday except Saturday from 3 
o'clock to 5, and on Friday evenings 
from 7 to 9. .

rowing of books at 3 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon, May 3, and there- 
after will be open at the same hours 
that have prevailed in the old build- 
ing, unless otherwise announced. 

In connection with the moving of 
the library to the new building, it is 
interesting and timely to recount 
briefly the history of the library. It 
was started five years ago by a group 
of woman members of the Women's 
Community Club, in connection with 
the reading being done by club 
members under the auspices of the 
literature committee. In the begin- 
ning there were only 18 books in the 
library — just enough to fill one win- 
dow sill. It was in fact a window 
that served as the first library shelf. 

Today there are about 4500 vol- 
umes in the library, serving about 
1200 patrons, and the yearly circu- 
lation is approximately 20,000. 

For more than a year now the 
Narberth Community Library has 
been a public community institution 
in the full sense of the word — the 
gift to the people of Narberth by 
the 'Women's Community Club. 

From the beginning Mrs. Eliza- 
beth K. Wood has been the chief li- 
brarian, and too much credit cannot 
be given to her and her loyal staff of 
librarians for their splendid and de- 
voted services to the library. These 
librarians are all volunteer workers, 
none of them ever having received a 
penny for their services. 

The library is now managed and 
directed by the Narberth Commu- 
nity Library Association, of which 
•*Miss Anna MacKeag is president. 
Any resident of Narberth is eligible 
for membership in this association. 
There are two forms of membership 
— yearly and life, the fee for the 
former being $1 and the latter $25. 

The library's 4500 volumes in- 
clude a fine collection and assort- 
ment of fiction, history, biography, 
science, art, poetry, drama, many 
standard works of reference and 
current issues and files of back is- 
sues of many well-known periodi- 
cals. There is a children's as well 
as an adults' department, each in 
charge of a librarian. 

All children's books are free. In 
the adults' department books pub- 
lished during the current year of the 
two preceding years are charged for 
at the rate of two cents per book 
per day with a minimum charge of 
ten cents per book. The moneys re- 
ceived from these rentals are imme- 
diately reinvested in still newer pub- 
lications. Thus the very latest 
books dealing with all subjects are 
purchased and made available for 
the public's use just as rapidly as 
the accumulation of rental receipts 
will permit. 

Any resident of Narberth or 
vicinity — child or adult — may bor- 
row books simply by going to the 
library during; the hours that it is 
open and filing his or her name with 
the librarian 011 duty at the time. 



The library is open every Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday 
and Fridaly afternoon from 3 to 5 
o'clock, and every Friday evening 
from 7 to 9 o'clock, except on cer- 
tain legal holidays, which are always 
publicly announced before hand. 

The establishment and develop- 
ment of the library has been made 
possible by the untiring efforts of 
the women who have been connected 
with it from the beginning. But 
every one of these workers has 
stated time after time that the work 
has been made easier and more 
pleasurable to a very marked de- 
gree by the generous manner in 
which innumerable individual citi- 
zens and various organizations of 
the community have given of both 
their money and time to help the 
library. There never has been an 
appeal for assistance of any kind, 
but some citizen or some organiza- 
tion has stepped forward arid said, 
"You can count on me for that." 
The very latest instance of this will- 
ingness to co-operate with the li- 
brary was shown in the generous 
way in which contributions were 
made to the fund to pay for the new 
shelving and furniture. 

The library will go into its new 
quarters with a heart full of grati- 
tude to the people of Narberth and 
resolved to render to the men and 
women, and boys and girls, of this 
community an even larger and bet- 
ter scrvjce in the future.
